“They asked me to assist them in 
capturing the ‘outlaws as they passed 
through. I said I would do so, with the 
understanding that, they work to my 
plans. This they agreed to do, and 
Deputy Wiggins, Chief of ‚Police 
Smith and myself, together with, them, 
left Fort Pierce for the Sebastian river 
bridge along about dark. We left, 
equipped with a heavy chain-and red 
lantern,
